Claims 1, 3, 12-13 and 18 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) over U.S. Patent 
Application Pub. No. 2003/0133406 Al to Fawaz, with claims 4-1 1 and 14-17 rejected under 
§ 103(a) over Fawaz. These rejections are respectfully traversed. The arguments submitted 
November 18, 2004 are incorporated in their entirety herein by reference. The following 
comments elaborate on those arguments and address the Examiner's arguments in the Final 
Action.
